Solution to airport odor problem announced 


“An average of two feet of muck, silt and 
dirt was removed. The Department of Natural

Truckloads of dirt may have 
turned Middlebelt Road into 
what resembles a cow path, but 
that’s progress, according to 
Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport officials. 

Residents in the southeast 
portion of the city will be im¬ 
mediately affected as earth- 
moving equipment travels in 
the area on both airport and 
private property. 

For the first time in airport 
history, according to Mike Con¬ 
way, airport community rela¬ 
tions manager, the airport will 
pay for improvements off the 
site of the airport. 

Airport and Wayne County 
officials promised a perma¬ 
nent solution to Romulus resi¬ 
dents about the reoccurring 
“rotten eggs’’ odor problem 
and now they are delivering. 

When plans for the multi¬ 


million dollar expansion of the 
airport were announced in 
April, $3 million was ear¬ 
marked for “a permanent solu¬ 
tion to the odor problem.’’ 

The problem is caused by the 
accumulation of ethelene gly¬ 
col, an airplane de-icing agent, 
in theholding ponds on the air¬ 
port property. Residents had 
first complained about the 
problem back in 1976, noted air¬ 
port officials. 

Conway said cleaning both 
the holding ponds and the 
drains will solve the problem 
and special aeration equip¬ 
ment will be permanently in¬ 


stalled in the holding ponds. 

The two oldest of the airports 
four holding ponds are re¬ 
sponsible for the foul odor. The 
ponds, numbered 3 and 4, total 
of 89 acres and are located west 
of Middlebelt between God¬ 
dard and Northline roads. 

Draining of the ponds began 
during the summer. Last 
month, contractors began to 
scrape the bottom of the 
vegetation' The project should 
be completed by the years end, 
according to airport officials. 

“An average of two feet of 
muck, silt and dirt was re¬ 
moved.

Natural Resources approved 
the relocation and disposal of 
this material on airport proper¬ 
ty. Glycol is the ingredient that 
makes handcream slippery. It 
does break down organically 
and is not toxic,’' explained 
Conway. 

The odor problem was the re¬ 
sult of too much vegetation and 
not enough oxygen. “The ponds 
were too full and too stagnant. 
We are getting rid of the 
vegetation mat. The water will 
be aerated to keep the bacteria 
from growing. Those little 
organisms love glycol, the de¬ 
icing agent,’’ he said. 

None of the airport ponds 
have been cleaned, according 
to Wayne County Public Ser¬ 
vice project engineer, Jim Vis- 
ger who said these two were 
built in the 40s. 

The next phase of the project 
will be the cleaning of the Sex-

On the move 

Buildings blossom in 
future forecast of city

The roaring ’80s are not pas¬ 
sing the city of Romulus by. 
Building continues to boom and 
the city fathers are beaming. 

A few days will pass before 
the end of the year and con¬ 
struction figures are nearing 
completion. The city may ex¬ 
perience its best year ever, 
according to Community and 
Economic Development Direc¬ 
tor Richard Viskochil, with 
almost $30 million slated for 
construction projects in one 
stage of progress or comple¬ 
tion. Many are open for busi¬ 
ness. 

“That’s not bad,” conceded 
Building Department Director 
David Paul. 

He noted that a major portion 
of the cities development can 
be attributed to building addi¬ 
tions and alterations. The aver¬ 
age cost for each of the 178 
additions in the city is $71,000. 

“Not only are many new 
businesses building in Romu¬ 
lus but existing ones are ex¬ 
panding. The pace has been 
steady. I keep thinking there 
might be slow down so we can 
catch up on the paper work,” 
said Paul. 

The situation isn’t news to re¬ 
sidents who tolerate the con¬ 
stant sound of hammers, 
cranes and bulldozers with a 
sort of renewed pride. The im¬ 
age of the city is changing 
almost as fast as the landscape 
within it. The city has waited 
150 years for this economic de¬ 
velopment boon to occur, noted 
one city official'. And they’re 
glad it’s here. 


There were even 15 single 
family homes built in the city 
this year at an average cost of 
$50,000. “There’s talk of some 
modular homes being built in 
the Meadow subdivision where 
several years ago construction 
stopped after the roads and 
sewers were installed,” he 
said. 

New industrial, commercial 
and public buildings totaled 32 
in number and cost an average 
of $558,862 each. Much of the 
construction will warehouse 
air freight. 

The largest industrial pro¬ 
ject has been implemented by 
Lear Siegler who intend to 
build a 90,000 square foot 
building. 

Paul pointed out that many of 
these are small businesses with 
less than 2,500 square feet of 
floor space. 

“Small business projects are 
very important to the health of

Statistics show serious city crimes slightly decreased 


Crime has not taken a holiday in Romulus, but 
Police Chief Charles Wilmoth admits, criminal 
activity definitely slowed down during 
November. 

“Maybe it’s a trend. I’d like to see that trend 
carried into the new year,” he said. 

Crime activity is not down, however. In 
November, the rate of crime is up oply II per¬ 
cent over the same month last year, according to 
statistics compiled by Wilmoth and the police 
department. During the first 11 months of 1986, 
crime is up by about 15 percent over last year. 

“It is significant though that the rate of activ¬ 
ity in the most serious crimes has lessened and 
only risen by 9 percent. The number of murders, 
assaults, larcenies and arsons during the year is 
slightly down from last year.” he said. 

Rapes, robberies, burglaries and auto thefts 
have drastically increased over last year. There 


were 48 rapes, up 66 percent, 70 robberies, up 25 
percent, 591 robberies, up 23 percent and 384 
auto thefts, up 43 percent. 

“The statistics are compiled into two categor¬ 
ies, Part I, which are more serious and usually 
crimes against people and Part II crimes which 
are against property and usually generated by 
the police. The more we pursue Part II crimes, 
the more arrests we make. And in this area, we 
made 15 more arrests over the number from last 
year,” stated Wilmoth. 

For the year, Romulus police arrested 1,209 
individuals, up 44 percent. In November, they 
arrested 192 individuals, eight of whom were 
female. 

Three significant arrests occurred this month. 
On Nov. 2, an East Detroit, Timothy Grant, 22, 
was arrested driving a stolen car and in posses¬ 
sion of narcotics. On Nov. 19, officers arrested 
Middlebelt Bar operator, Richard Jones, 57, af¬ 


ter he fired several shots at police who re¬ 
sponded to an alarm going off. And on Nov. 21, 
the department assisted the Downriver Narco¬ 
tics Team is the raid of a “crack house” on 
Edmund Street where they arrested Rudolph 
McClellan, 28, and two other men. Police “were 
greeted by several rounds of buckshot.” Guns 
and narcotics were seized. 

There were no murders in November. The one 
homicide victim, a man struck by a car on God¬ 
dard Road is still unidentified. 

Wilmoth points to another self-centered activ¬ 
ity. The department confiscated 26 
weapons this year and seven last year. The same 
is true with narcotics, he said. 

“We are increasing drug surveillance. It in¬ 
volves a lot of investigation and has its peaks 
and valleys. We’re not giving up, but going full 
speed ahead,” he said. 

Auto theft in Romulus is traditionally high be¬ 


cause of the “makeup of the community.” 

“With two freeways and the major road arter¬ 
ies, it’s easy on and easy off. The majority of car 
thefts are in the residential areas. 

“I would think we have a more than average 
amount of arrests of non-local residents. Many 
of our stolen cars are found in Hamtramck, De¬ 
troit and points east. The breaking and enterings 
and larcenies are usually committed by resi¬ 
dents in the neighborhood,” noted Wilmoth. 

The request for police help is up by about 20 
percent which Wilmoth likes. “That’s good. We 
have to interact with the people if they need our 
help. Our officers have driven put more miles on 
the road. That shows visibility. And that’s a de¬ 
terrent to crime.” 

The most serious of the major crimes have 
decreased although other activity steadily rises. 
Wilmoth said, “If this trend continues, maybe 
we have something going.”

Those airport pipe dreams are becom¬ 
ing reality as drafting pencils go down 
and construction beams go up. With each 
passing day, Detroit Metropolitan Wayne 
County Airport secures it’s place as the 
10th largest international airport in the 
United States. 

The aging facility is undergoing almost 
half a billion dollars worth of renovations 
and expansion, as announced by Wayne 
County Executive William Lucas this 
spring. 

The latest project will be the installa¬ 
tion of “a moving sidewalk.” “We don’t 


want to call it a “people mover” and have 
people associate it with the problems 
which encountered the city of Detroit.” 
joked Richard Viskochil. 

On the site of the airport, all three ma¬ 
jor car rental agencies. Avis, Hertz and 
National have built brand new buildings. 

Northwest Airlines, the third largest in¬ 
ternational airline in the United States, 
after the merger with Republic Airlines, 
has made Metro Airport its operational 
hub. They recently completed a brand 
new kitchen facility. 

“There’s a tremendous amount of re¬ 
novation in the terminals. Northwest will 
also build a new concourse. This is where 
the new moving sidewalk will be,” said 
Viskochil.

ton-Kilfoil Drain between Mid- 
dlebelt and Inkster roads. Pond 
number 3, near Goddard Road, 
drains into the Sexton-Kilfoil. 

Property owners along this 
drain have been notified about 
the impending project, noted 
Conway. “This cleaning will 
facilitate the draining of the 
ponds. Our interest is in keep¬ 
ing water flowing to eliminate 
the odor problem,” he added. 

The project is expected to be¬ 
gin as early as next week and 
resident should not be alarmed 
at the size of earth moving 
equipment on their property. 

All trees and brush will be 
cleared within 15 feet from the 
top of the banks of the drain. 
After the cleaning, sod will laid 
inside the banks of the drain 
and seed sown on the outside. 
Residents will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to use the removed dirt 
and wood, according to Leo 
Poma, the contractor responsi¬ 


ble in this job. 

“The area will definitely look 
different. It’s been a long time 
since the drain has been 
cleaned, if ever. You can tell by 
the size of the trees. 

“This is the first time in our 
history the airport will pay for 
a project off the airport site. 
This is a big advantage to the 
residents of Romulus. They 
will not be assessed for the 
drain cleaning,” Conway said. 

“This is no longer an airport 
problem but the emphasis has 
shifted to the local commun¬ 
ity,” said Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner Milt Mack. 

“We want to make the air¬ 
port a good neighbor. I hope we 
have found the solution. If not, 
it’s back to the drawing board. 
It’s important for what it sym¬ 
bolizes. I detect a strong com¬ 
mitment to the community on 
the part of the airport,” he said, 
said.

the city’s economy. Just as im¬ 
portant as the major ones. 

“Three years ago there were 
a lot of vacant buildings. Now 
there are hardly any. Michigan 
Monorail moved from Bellevil¬ 
le into a blighted building that 
was an eyesore in the city for 
years. They have added, reno¬ 
vated and turned the building 
around. Certainly, the city is 
happy to see that,” he said. 

Three major hotels are in

form of tax increment financ¬ 
ing or tax abatements, the 
building boon is benefiting city 
coffers with payments from 
building permits.

During the month of Novem¬ 
ber alone, the airport expan¬ 
sion program acquired permits 
for construction projects total¬ 
ing almost $4 million. “Permits 
for all building projects at the 
airport must be obtained 
through the city of Romulus,” 
noted Paul. 

“There are a lot of proposals 
and many dreams. I’m real 
comfortable with this growth 
and development. We can 
handle a lot more, both indus- j 
try and hotels,” concluded Vis- 1 
kochil.

Canton store stocks country touch

For most people the words “country 
store” evoke images of a mom-and-pop 
enterprise sitting just off the main high¬ 
way in a small dusty town. Inside the 
store, one imagines, is a pot bellied stove, 
a cracker barrel and perhaps even a shot¬ 
gun mounted on the wall. 

For residents of Canton and Plymouth, 
however, the term “country store” takes 
on a whole new meaning. 

For them the store is a place where 
pleasant, old-fashioned furnishings, 
home accessories and gifts can be purch¬ 
ased. 

Chris Hall, 40, operates such a place in 
the Pilgrim Village shopping center in 
Canton with her cousin, Cindy Siegel, 29. 
They call their store the Country Sam¬ 
pler. 

The women decided to open the store on 
Lilley at Warren last March, and so far 
everthing is so good, said Hall. 

Since they have not been open a full 
year, Hall had no firm figures on how 
much revenue the store is generating. 

“Cindy approached me,” said Hall at 
the end of another business day recently, 
as she recalled how Country Sampler 
came to be. Neither of them had ever been 
in business before, although they had 
done craft shows together. 

“We just jumped right in,” she said, 
remembering their beginnings. 

Both saw a need for an enterprise in 
Canton that previously had only been 
established in neighboring Plymouth. 

“There wasn’t a country store in Can¬ 
ton,” said Hall. “I guess since Plymouth 
is so close people never thought of opening 
here in Canton.” 

Plymouth seemed to lend to a better 
location for a country store. Hall said, be¬ 
cause the “whole town looks old.” 

She and her partner are finding no shor- 
tage of customers from Plymouth, 
however. 

“The area’s very good. It’s been very 
good to us,” Hall said. 

“People just seem to like these things,” 
she added - herself included. Hall’s home

is decorated in the country motif. 

The fact that she owns a country store is 
a bit ironic because she grew up in De¬ 
troit. The novice business owner now lives 
in Livonia with her husband, Greg, and 
their three teenage children. 

“It’s a lot of work” running the store, 
Hall admitted, but her family pitches in to 
help do everything from clean up to stock 
goods. 

Still, the bulk of the tasks falls on the 
shoulders of Hall and her cousin-partner 
Siegel. Given the fact they are both for¬ 
mer homemakers though, no task is too 
large. 

Hall and Siegel stock their store with 
items they find at trade shows around the 
country. 


“They cater to what we’re looking for,” 
Hall said of the shows which often take 
place in cities like Chicago or Dallas.

National past time 

Returns are part of holiday season

With the approaching Christmas tradition of 
the family coming together for a dinner feast 
and then gathering around the tree and ex¬ 
changing gifts, yet another episode of Christ¬ 
mas returns is bound to unfold. 

Local merchants in Westland and Fairlane 
malls as well as area shopping centers have 
boasted of a 25 to 35 percent increase in retail 
sales, yet when faced with the sobering question 
of Christmas returns, a cold chills seem to run 
down their spines. From card and gift shops to 
major appliance stores, merchants are prepar¬ 
ing for another continuing saga of returns. 

Although most people feel they have a legiti¬ 
mate gripe, even a citizenly duty to return an 
item, no matter the price, most are driven by a 
compelling urge to make up ridiculous excuses 
as to why they bought a size 5 when they knew 
the mince meat pie would make them need a size 
11, or as to why they bought uncle Bruce, who 
has been bald since 1968, a $30 hair grooming kit. 

At present, neither doctors nor specialists in 
the psychiatric field could offer a diagnosis for 
this continuing disease that reaches epidemic 
proportions during the periods after the holiday 
season, but rate it close to the complusion to 
utter, “the check is in the mail,” when cornered 
by creditors. 

Weary, overworked store personnel are 
advised to take precautions in dealing with the 
habitual returnee as some can become quite de¬ 
manding. Experienced employees know that 
the customer is always right and they will do 
their best in reaching a mutual agreement with 
the customer, which requires the skill of veteran 


diplomats during Summit meetings. 

Customers and the individual with acute re- 
turnitis should ask the store about its return 
policies and make every effort to comply with 
those terms as they are in the best interest of all 
concerned. Customers should avoid being press¬ 
ured into buying and if they do not feel an item is 
just what they are looking for, no matter the 
price, they should rethink the purchase. This 
simple step would deter the need to return 
items, employees said. During the feverish 
dash to finish Christmas buying, the symptons 
of returnitis began to develop. When people are 
not sure of what to give someone, they can al¬ 
ways purchase gift certificates store officials 
agreed that they have yet to see anyone who 
wishes to return money. 

Merry shoppers everywhere will continue to 
buy and return as so they should when some¬ 
thing is wrong, but returnitis sufferers, those 
who return pantyhose from a purchase two 
years ago, should consult a physician im¬ 
mediately. And while merchants suffer some 
monetary loss with a heavy dosage of returns, 
normal exchanges and returns do not damage 
overall holiday earnings too severely, store 
managers said. 

Most local stores offer customers a very fair 
return policy, especially during the holiday sea¬ 
son. There are some stores that tell their cus¬ 
tomers that no sale is final while others say all 
sale items have been legally adopted by the cus¬ 
tomer. 

Overall, shoppers throughout Wayne County 
seem to have no serious gripes with a particular 
store policy when it comes to returns, so be 
advised that yet another episode of “As the Re¬ 
turns Turns” will be renewed this season. View¬ 
er discretion is advised.

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Felan family parties 
on large scale

W hen "I’ll be home for Christmas" is heard by Angela Felan of 
Wayne, she knows that what’s in store is a large conglomeration of 
family members filled with holiday cheer 

She knows that the group will be so large, in fact, that Felan 
annually rents a hall to accommodate everyone. 

At age 82, the mother of 16, grandmother of 47, great¬ 
grandmother of 49 and great-great-grandmother of one has seen 
Christmases comes and go. Memories of Christmas past during the 
Great Depression of the 1930s still linger from her childhood, and she 
will never forget the first Christmas she spent with her newlywed 
husband, Adolph, who died in 1972, shortly after the two celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary. 

But Christmas present is no less favorable for the matriarch of the 
Felan family. Each year, the group gathers at a local hall to eat, drink 
and be merry with one another. The event is the culmination of a year 
of planning and fundraising, but well worth every effort for the^50 or 
so members who attend, according to Felan. 

"We rent a hall so that it’s all a family Christmas. We all get together 
and help decorate, too,” said Felan. “We used to give gifts. But now 
with so many of us, we get a Santa Claus (one of the family members) 
and give gifts to the little ones." 

The family Christmas party began in 1970, Felan said, right in the 
Felan home on Biddle Street. Bedrooms were cleared of furniture so 
that tables could be added. The kitchen became the party work 
station, and the whole house echoed with Christmas joy. 

But that was before the 50 of so great-grandchildren were added, 
she said. 

"The very first Christmas we were together we filled the house. 
Then the party just got too big, so we rented a hall,” Felan explained. 
“The girls would take care of raising the money for the party by having 
garage sales throughout the year. But now, we even have to charge a 
fee for each member of the family.” 

But the fee pays for only a small portion of the costs to feed about 
150 people. An auction at the Christmas party subsidizes that 
amount One "fast-talking" grandson serves as the auctioneer, trying 
to pass off the hand made clothing and craft items of Felan-family 
women to other members of the clan. In all, the event raises about 
$300. 

But $300 and the fee is still not enough, said Felan. 

Aside from the Christmas party, the next most important day of the 
year for the Felans is the family yard sale. Staged at one of the Felan 
daughter’s homes, the sale is an accumulation of the trinkets and 
gadgets deemed unneeded to the family lifestyle, although those 
same unnecessary items provide money essential to the success of 
the holiday party. 

And even with all of the fundraisers, Felan family members don't 
just sit back and become arm-chair spectators at the event. No, Felan 
said, "each of the girls cooks a dish and brings it, and we all help with 
the serving. It’s just a family event." 

The family event 1980s style, Felan said, is no different from the 
Christmas she experienced as a child. Sure, she admitted, the gifts 
being sought this year are slightly more high-tech, and the commer¬ 
cialization of Christmas today is a change from days gone by. But 
Christmas means family, said Felan, it means family in 1980, and it 
meant family in 1930. 

"I grew up during the depression. My dad did not make too much 
money, but we always had Christmas," Felan reminisced. “And my 
own family, we always had a good Christmas.”

With white hair, rosy cheeks,a 
hearty laugh and a stocky build, he 
doesn’t fool anybody. Although in 
place of a sleigh, he drives an old 
white station wagon, and despite the 
fact that most of his gifts are pre¬ 
packaged, there’s no mistaking 
Gene “Santa”Reaves of Westland. 

The man personifies Santa Claus, 
and at any minute, a visitor to his 
small apartment might expect to 
hear the voice of Heidi cry out, 
“Grandfather, grandfather.’’ 

If Reaves is not the original Santa, 
then certainly he is the metropolitan 
area’s most famous, and he has even 
adopted the Santa title as his middle 
name. 

This Christmas will be the 51st 
season he has donned the traditional 
red flannel suit to perform his role as 
Santa Claus. A role he has perfected. 

The 84-year-old father of three, 
grandfather of five and great¬ 
grandfather of five, became the 
“second main Santa” at the J.L. 
Hudson’s Department Store during 
the depression years, 1935-45. 

And it was Reaves who rode the 
Thanksgiving Day parade down 
Woodward Avenue all those years. 

Reaves was born in Cincinnati, 
and his parents, with their four chil¬ 
dren moved to Fort Street in Detroit 
when he was 8 years old. He lived 
down the street from Joe Louis and 
was a playmate of Edsel Ford as a 
child. That’s when, he says, his love 
of public life and people began. 

Now a widower, he and the origin¬ 
al “Mrs. Santa Claus, Madelyn, 
were married for 50 years prior to 
her death. During their engage¬ 
ment, they won the Interstate Danc¬ 
ing Championship at the Greystone 
Ballroom. “We beat ’em all,” he 
said. 

The walls of his simple apartment 
are lined with photos, newspaper 
clippings and awards of his life-long 
achievements. From his early days 
when he befriended President Ho¬ 
ward Taft and then Governor Frank 
Fitzgerald, to this month when he 
stood next to Mayor Charles Griffin 
and received the key to the city. 

Reaves collects autographs, and 
has been known as the “Autograph 
King of the World.” 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: 

What do you tell children about San¬ 
ta Claus? 

REAVES: First of all, I never tell 
them I’m Santa Claus. I’m only his

helper. You know who is the real 
Santa? I tell them, ‘You and your 
parents are! ’ I never say a word ab¬ 
out the North Pole. The story of San¬ 
ta Claus helps children understand 
the importance of giving and shar¬ 
ing with themselves and others. Now 
there’s your story! 

When the mayor of Detroit would 
present me with the key to the city, I 
would address the crowd and tell 
them, ‘Old Santa’s tickled to death to 
be here. Detroit is one of my favorite 
cities. 

ANP: What was it like being Santa 
for Hudson’s? 

REAVES: I loved it. This was my 
first job as Santa. For 10 years I was 
their second main Santa. They had 
three full-time Santas. I’ve trained 
over 100 Santas in my day. 

That same year, 1935,1 started my 
job as the liquor inspector for the 
state police. On and off since 1918,1 
sold used cars. At one time, I owned 
a used car lot at the corner of Rivard 
and Vernor streets in Detroit. I’ve 
always been kind of a bouncer, nev¬ 
er stayed to long in one place. My 
first job was in a haberdashery. I 
was usually a salesman and that 
kind of stuff. 

A city councilman who was a 
friend of mine, got me the job with 
Hudson’s. He had an in with the per¬ 
sonnel director. He asked me what 
kind of a job would like. When he 
suggested the Santa job. I said, 
BINGO. I’ve always like kids. In the 
neighborhood, they frequently vi¬ 
sited my garage where I 
their broken toys. 

ANP: What is the story about Mar¬ 
gie and the broken Raggedy Ann 
doll? 

REAVES: After riding in the 
Thanksgiving Day Parade in 1940, I 
sat on the 12th floor balcony of Hud¬ 
son’s in the throne over looking 
Santaland, a little girl named Mar¬ 
gie approached. Her mother yelled 
“wait until Santa finished with that 
little boy.” 

When Margie sat on my lap, she 
asked if I would fix the broken arm 
on her Raggedy Ann doll. The 
mother looked at me and winked. 
That was 46 years ago. She never 
came back for the doll. Her grand¬ 
mother made the doll and the 
mother played with it when she was 
a little girl. I’m still looking for little 
Margie. 
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“First of all, I never tell them I’m Santa Claus. I’m 
only his helper. You know who is the real Santa ? I tell 
them, ‘You and your parents are!’ I never say a word 
about the North Pole. I try to do it all but I can’t. I love 
being Santa. If I can do something to make someone

ANP: Did you have any other 
memorable experiences as Santa 
Claus? 


REAVES: While riding the float in 
the Thanksgiving Day Parade, as 
we turned the corner at the Masonic 
Temple on Second Avenue, the wind 
hit me so strong that I nearly fell off. 
But I caught the throne just in time. 


And there’s the story of the little 
7-year-old boy who came up from be¬ 
hind and kicked me in the boot. He 
started to kick me again and I block¬ 
ed him. He was mad about some¬ 
thing. It was funny. 

I try to do it all but I can’t. I love 
being Santa. If I can do something to 
make someone happy then I feel 
happy.

The fear of heights, spiders or snakes 
doesn’t come close to reaching the terror 
that most people experience when facing 
* what has been been determined as the No. 
1 fear - speaking before an audience. 

For Phyllis Sullivan, the organizer of a 
new Toastmaster’s Club in Westland, it is 
difficult to remember the time when she 
felt uncomfortable speaking before a 
group. It was, of course, in the days before 
her association with the public speaking 
group. 

‘‘Many people fear a slip of the tongue 
will embarrass them,” Sullivan said. “If 
they’ve ever been criticized for poor 
grammar, a dangling participle or a mis¬ 
pronunciation, they are very self- 
conscious. 

If there is one key to good public speak¬ 
ing, she confided, it is to be natural. It is 
better to have the attitude “If I blow it, I 
blow it,” she said, than to be overly con¬ 
cerned with small details. 

“If you constantly worry about making 
a small error, the one you are worrying 
about will be the very mistake that you’ll 
make,” Sullivan said. 

Most individuals are rather timid when 
they join the group, she said, but within 
two or three weeks, they become more

outgoing. People are invited, not press- 
jured, to speak at the meetings so guests 
and new members need not fear that they 
will be required to participate before they 
are ready, she added. 

Sullivan sees an increasing number of 
women becoming interested in public 
speaking to enhance their careers. They 
want to learn to speak with authority 
without being perceived as witches, and 
also to learn how to discuss business in 
social situations - something that men 
seem to have always done. 

“Women want to know how to say ‘no,’ 
without seeming to be curt,’’ Sullivan 
said. “Many are competing in a new 
world and they want the skills to compete 
effectively.” 


Although self-improvement is the mam 
goal of participants, Sullivan find a grow¬ 
ing number of people who want to know 
how to ‘sell themselves’ to their super¬ 
visors and employers. Many of the people 
who felt secure working for major com¬ 
panies, now feel that with current layoffs 
in middle managment, they need to speak 
up for themselves, Sullivan said. 

At the meetings of the groups, a table 
topic provides a theme for impromtu 
speeches. Five- to seven-minute speeches 
are then presented and critiqued, Sulli¬ 
van said. A club jokemaster “lightens 
things up,” a poetmaster reads poetry to 
the group and the all-important “ah- 
counter” records the number of ahhs and

umms that the speaker says. Sullivan re¬ 
called that at one meeting a speaker was 
told that he had used two ahhs in his 
speech. The man was elated, Sullivan 
said, and exclamed that when he made his 
first speech, 43 ahhs were recorded.

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the female swan confirmed that its wing 
had been broken and the bird would never 
be able to fly. The intention of the human 
society is to place the swan in the Bloom¬ 
field Hills Nature Center. The 32-acre 
site, operated by the Bloomfield Hills 
School District, has a protected, enclosed 
area in which the swan and other wild 
fowl will be enclosed.

A missing swan, feared to be a victim of 
“foul play,” has been located in protec¬ 
tive custody at a nature center. 

Margaret Ingham and workers at 
Cadillac Memorial Gardens in Westland 
have sought to discover the whereabouts 
of the swan since mid-November when 
the bird disappeared from the grounds. 
Ingham had feared for the bird’s safety 
because it has a broken wing and is unable 
to fly. Shortly after the disappearance of 
the swan, a caller contacted the memorial 
gardens and said he had witnessed a 
police officer put the swan into a car 
marked “516.” Despite phone calls to 
Westland police and neighboring law en¬ 
forcement departments, Ingham could 
not obtain any information about the mis¬ 
sing swan or Car 516. 

Following the publication of an article 
about the missing swan, an animal con¬ 
trol officer from Westland contacted Ing¬ 
ham and said he had picked up the swan 
and had brought it to the Michigan 
Humane Society on Marquette Street in 
Westland. The swan was then traced to 
the Auburn Heights branch of the humane 
society.

Student security council 

Local students reflect on Iran events

For the first time in his lengthy pres¬ 
idential term. President Reagan faces se¬ 
rious criticism from a large sector of the 
American public. A group of teenage stu¬ 
dents at Canton High School is among 
those with harsh words for the adminis¬ 
tration. 

The comments from the students came 
about after they viewed Congressional 
hearings aimed at finding out the truth 
about the Iranian arms-Nicaragua Con¬ 
tra funds scandal. The students had also 
been participating in class discussions 
concerning the affair which - no matter 
how it is resolved - has cast a blemish on 
President Reagan’s shiny, popular pres¬ 
idential record. 

Remarks of the students were submit¬ 
ted in writing to Associated Newspapers 
with the cooperation of Audrey Etienne, a 
Canton High School U.S. Government and 
Internations Relations teacher. All the 
comments are verbatim, with the excep¬ 
tion of words appearing in parentheses. 
JAMES SUNG 

“I am very distressed about the entire 
Iranian affair because many bungles 
were found in the executive branch and 
many are still to be uncovered in the up¬ 
coming investigations. Some people even 
call it a scandal. 

“Sounds like a scandal to me.” 

“Here are the highlights with my opin¬ 
ions thrown in. 

“Arms sales were made without con¬ 
gressional consent - which is a direct 
violation of the law - in return for hos¬ 
tages. This is a contradiction of President 
Reagan’s policy of, ‘We do not negotiate 
with terrorists.’ 

“Funds from the overpriced sale were 
diverted to a secret Swiss bank account, 
11 million.going to the Contras in Nicar¬ 
agua, 22 million still yet to be seen. 
Hmmmmm ... I wonder where the money 
went?” 

NOTE: The administration has said as 
much as $30 million went to the rebels in 
Nicaragua. 

KIM HERSCH: 

“As an American teenager I think the 
‘arms scandal’ situation is scary. It’s 
scary to think that our government is so 
absent-minded and so blind that it can let 
the same thing happen twice. This kind of 
thing happened in Watergate and we let it 
happen again? 

“I thought you tfere supposed to learn 


from mistakes!” 

JEFFREY HART: 

“I believe that Reagan is, and was, 
trying to be deceptive toward the Amer¬ 
ican public through covert aid un¬ 
announced to Congress. Reagan is abus¬ 
ing his power and destroying the credibil¬ 
ity of his executive branch of govern¬ 
ment. I believe his actions aren’t as de¬ 
vious as the press makes them out to be, 
but definitely abusive of his privileges. 
The President was not appropriate in his 
actions in use of his power. This weakens 
the whole system of checks and balances . 
. .. Even with good intentions : getting hos¬ 
tages back, funding the so-called “Free¬ 
dom Fighters.” 

“Reagan is playing “Mr. U.S. Govern¬ 
ment,” not “Mr. President,” as he has 
taken the oath for.” 

RACHAEL RAMEY: 

“I have lost all faith in our governmen¬ 
tal offices. One can’t be sure if our offi¬ 
cials are telling the truth or not. You see 
our government going toward the govern¬ 
ment in ‘1984’ by H.G. Wells. 

“When someone exercises his Fifth 
Amendment rights you’ve got to start to 
wonder what’s being held back, or better 
yet, why, ‘We can’t assist you at this 
time.’ ” 

KAREN SENDELBACH: 

“I think that Congress should grant 
(former National Security Advisor John) 
Poindexter and (Marine Lt. Col. Oliver) 
North immunity. 

“They should do this because I find it 
hard to believe they were doing anything 
of their own initiative. I am sure their 
superiors knew.” 

TOM MALINOWSKI: 

“The Iran arms scandal has comprom¬ 
ised U.S. foreign policy and ruined our 
credibility. President Reagan’s stand on 
terrorism now can’t stand since the arms 
deal encourages it.” 

M. O’ROURKE: 

“I think our administration was justi¬ 
fied (and I’m probably only one of two in 
our whole class) in its foreign policy. Iraq. 
Iran’s opponent in the conflict, is a PRO 
SOVIET regime. If Iraq were to win the 
war, the Soviet Union would have control 
of the Persian Gulf and all of the oil- 
producing states would be at the big red 
bear’s mercy. The only way we can (help 
defeat) Iraq - read Soviet Union - is to 
supply the other side, which is anti- 
Soviet.” 

ANDREA KEETON: 

“I think the press has taken this issue 


too far and (has) made it seem worse than 
it really is. The President hasn’t done 
anything illegal or made any major mis-

JACKIE MC GARRY: 

“In a way it reminds me of Watergate; 
the press digging for information, the 
Senate Committee and people refusing to 
talk. 

“The selling of arms to Iran, and prob¬ 
ably trading some for hostages, is like 
walking up to a known killer and handing 
him a gun.” 

LEE MOSS: 

“I think that there should be a full inves¬ 
tigation of the issue for the misuse of gov¬ 
ernment power.” 

MARGARET TOME: 

“I feel that the President has done some 
covering up. I feel that this will not be the 
last time something like this will happen. 
The President is a person as you and I are 
and he has the same ability to do wrong as 
we do.” 

CINDY RESZKA: 

“I feel Ronald Reagan was unaware of 
the aid being sent to the Contras ... .1 say 
Ronald Reagan was unaware of the aid 
being sent but in no way do I feel he is an 
ignorant president.” 

KIM MURLEY: 

“I don’t know if anyone has all the facts 
but I do think the President should know 
what is going on in his foreign policy. If he 
says he wasn’t aware of the situation, we 
have a problem. 

“If he lied about not knowing, we have 
another problem. I don't believe the Pres¬ 
ident should be allowed to hold himself 
above the law and take actions to go 
around Congress.” 

BARB BALDWIN: 

“It parallels Watergate; not in one way 
but in many. Also it is an example of how 
our government uses and creates fear of 
the Soviet Union and national security to 
justify its actions. 

“The Iranian arms controversy is an 
example of the use of national security 
and the Soviet threat (because) . . . 
Poindexter and other officials keep bring¬ 
ing up how they were trying to stop the 
Soviet Union from possessing a much 
wanted ‘warm water port.’” 

TAMMY ROBINSON: 

“In my government class we had just 
finished studying Watergate when the 
Iranian crisis began. I can’t believe how 
much they are starting to sound alike. 
Although, I don’t feel it will result in Pres¬ 
ident Reagan resigning.”
